tion or dyspepaia is the habit of drinkinglarge
quantitios of ice water at onr maals, or eating
ioe croam on top of a fall dinner. The effect
ia tostop for a time the process of digastion
altogether. Actual experiment has shown
that, in order to ensure healthy digestion, the
temperatare of the stomach should be abonl
ninety-nine degrees, whereas on the intro-
tion of ice water the femperatnre ia redaced
to sixty or seventy degrees.

How these expariments were made will be
interestiog to those who do not make medical
works a pert of their stady. Some years ago

The Hecent Election nt VManchester, Englnnd-
Cuvious ued Unexpecied Hosulin,

A London correspoudent of the Now York
Werid, under date of Novewber 25, writes as
follows: —

Of the vesult of the election for members
of the Schivol Doard, under the new eduaea-
tion law in Manchester, yon have been in-
formed by telegraph, but the matteris of
sufficient interest to warrant ndditional eom-
ment, A previous letter has informed you
that under this law all rate-payers, women as
well a8 men, arve voters, and that each voter
has as many votes as there are seats to be
filled, being at liberty to concentrate all his
votes on one candidate, or to distribute them
as he pleases,

In Manchester there were fifteen mem.
bers of the School Doard to be electsd, and
ench voter had 15 votes at his disposal.
Forty-four candidates went to the polls, and
over 400,000 were given by 26,513 voters,
There are in Manchester no less than 62,000
rate-payers, so that the first surprising thing
about the election is the self-evident fact that
something like 86,000 voters abstained from
going to vote. But the other results are still
more astonishing.

Manchester is famous for two things—
first, the fervor of its Protestantism; second.
the nuwber, organization, and strength of
its working classes, Dut at this election the
two Roman Catholies were brought in at the
head of the poll, one of thewn recviving
nearly 20,000 more votes than any Protestant
candidate, and no working-class candidate,
of whom there wera seven, being clected at
all, the highest vote anyof them reccived
being 1854, while one of them got only 146,
Here is the list of the successful candidates,

The 0,805 votes given to the two Roman
Catholic ocandidates were polled by about
seven thousand voters, who either ‘‘plumped”
for the reverend gentleman who heads the
list or split their votes between him and the
lawyer who follows him, The 184,762 votes
given to the five Church of England candi-
dates were polled by about 9000 voters—so
that it seems that in Manchester tha relative
strepgth of the Church of Enpgland and
the Churchk of Rome is as nine to
seven., It is quite elear that under the
old system the former could have elected
all the ecandidates, while the latter would
have been unrepresented: but it is equally
clear that these two parties nunderestimated
their own strength, and that between thewm
they might have elected all the candidates
but.one. The Oatholies might have had six
instead of two candidates, and given each of
them 15,144 votes; the Episcopaliavs might
bave had eight candidates, and given each of
them 16,720 votes; while all that the other
parties counld have done wonld have been to
aléct the remaining candidate. These are the
mysteries of the enmulative vote, now tried
for the first time in England, bhut destined,
vo doubt, to be used for even mere impor-
tant purposes Lereaftor.

The complete rout which has overtaken the
unsectarian, the secularist, and the working-
men's party in this slection is an event givin
rise to mamy reflections. We have been told,
wusque ad mavsewm, that the ‘‘masses’ in
England cared nothing for religious educa-
tion, and had an ardend desire for securing
HBO instruetion, and secular instruction
only, for their children. But now, in & ity
where the ‘‘unsectarian, the secular, and the

working-men parties wera snpposed ta be
strongest, here is an election whera the roli.
gious partymeets the sconlarist party and drivas
it from the field; where the dogmatio party
overwhelms the unsectarian; and whers, out
of fifteen candidates, nol ous is a “‘working-
mwan,” of even a workingman's oandidata.
What does all this mean ? It is trae that
S6,000 voters meglected to vote, whils only
265,000 went to the polls; but exparience has
shown that the _yoters who stay at home are
well represented by those who vote, What.
ever else this cur?mm election may ba sup-
posed to show, it proves at loast that the new
education act bss prodnced results not at all
intended by those who were most anxious for
its passage.
